Mr. Phillips sums it up: "Based on the lets 
ters it would seem that this is a very good _ 
sighting. Two objects of unknown origin vere 
observed by Mr. Fisher and by several other 
people; one was filmed. Although the film was 
not of the best quality, it does show that an 
object of some sort was there. I think we bave 
here another"hard" report which, when addtd to 
the ever growing number of "hard" reports 
increases the evidence fer the UFO phenomenon 
to a point where it can no longer be laughed 
at or ignored."
